Culver C. Adams, son of Cuyler 
Adams, 
the father of 
the Cuyuna 
Range, was in Brainerd last night and 
talked freely of the situation on the 
range. 
Mr. Adams, like his distin­ 
guished father, is a strong believer in 
the future of the Cuyuna country and 
states that the activity is steadily in­ 
creasing. 
Except for a few months 
when the steele trust was working o-i 
the Cuyuna range, prior to the . 
- 
chase of the Hill properties on the Mes- j 
saba range, there has never been as 
much activity on the range as at pres­ 
ent. There are many new drills start­ 
ing and more are expected to start in 
the early spring. 
The Rogers-Brown Ore Company, at 
its shaft in 30 47-28 is down 150 feet 
and commenced cross cutting about a 
' week ago. 
Since the cross cutting 
commenced there has been a marked 
increase in the rapidity of the growth 
of the stock pile. 
As yet nothing ab­ 
solutely positive has been given out as 
to the construction of a railroad to the 
mine. 
The Northern Pacific surveyed 
one or more spurs in there last year, 
'the one from Cedar Lake, being it is 
said, the accepted route. The 
Soo 
Line’s survey between Thief River i 
Falls and Duluth passes less than a 
mile from the shaft and it is intimated 
that the Rogers-Brown Ore Company 
is loth to tie up to the Northern Pacific 
for an extended term of years until it 
is positively known what the Soo is go- ' 
ing to do. The Cuyuna Range rail­ 
road, recently incorporated by Cuyler 
Adams and some of his associates may j 
also figure, at least as a rate making ^ 
factor. 
No survey has yet been made , 
of that line, it is said, but the road will 
be built unless one of the two big sys-; 
terns makes proper concessions to the 
mines on the Cuyuna. 
Mr. Adams’ visit to Brainerd was in 
connection with the installation of a 
prospecting drill on 16 44 31, about six 
miles southwest of Brainerd, the prop­ 
erty being owned by the Brainerd 
Mining Company. 
The recent discovery of a line of at­ 
traction on the west side of the river, 
nearly parallelling that running down 
the east side, has stimulated interest in . 
this city as it is taken to mean that in , 
stead of being on the edge of the range 
Brainerd will probably be in the cen- ‘ 
ter. 
Mr. Adams was unwilling to express 
any opinion as to whether or not the 
Cuyuna range would be on the ship­ 
ping list during the coming season. 
The Rogers-Brow’n people, he said, 
have plenty of room to place 100,000 
tons on the stock pile before commenc­ 
ing to ship. 
There are reports that 
this company will resume work on their 
shaft on .30 46-28 in the near future, 
but this cannot be learned officially. 
This shaft is now down about 50 feet 
and it was temporarily abandoned last 
summer because of the great amount 
of water, which required additional 
pumps and boilers. 
These are on the 
ground and work may be expected to 
commence again almost any time. 
The Crosby interests, who found rich 
ore on 11-46-29, will, it is rumored start 
a shaft on that property and a town 
will it is said be platted near by. 
Taken all together the outlook of the 
range is most favorable and the san­ 
guine ones predict an increase of 100 
to 1,000 per cent ',in the population of 
Crow Wing county within the next de­ 
cade.

c. C. Adams Predicts Almost 
Unprocodented Activity In 
Prospecting Work 


WILL IT SHIP THIS 
YEAR? 


Transportation Problem Will be 
Only Stumbling Nock In 
the Matter 
Calver C. Adams, son of Cuyler 
Adams, 
the father of 
the Cuyuna 
Range, was in Brainerd last night and 
talked freely of the situation on the 
range. Mr. Adams, like his distin­ 
guished father, is a strong believer in 
the future of the Cuyuna country and 
states that the activity is steadily in­ 
creasing. Except for a few months 
when the Steele trust was working on 
the Cuyuna range, prior to the pur­ 
chase of the Hill properties on the Mes- 
saba range, there has never been as 
much activity on the range as at pres­ 
ent. There are many new drills start­ 
ing and more are expected to start in 
the early spring. 
The Rogers-Brown Ore Company, at 
its shaft in 30 47-28 is down 150 feet 
and commenced cross cutting about a 
week ago. Since the cross cutting 
commenced there has been a marked 
increase in the rapidity of the growth 
of the stock pile. As yet nothing ab­ 
solutely positive has been given- out as 
to the construction of a railroad to the 
mine. The Northern Pacific surveyed 
one or more spurs in there last year, 
'the one from Cedar Lake, being it is 
said, the accepted route. The Soo 
Line’s survey between Thief River 
Falls and Duluth passes less than a 
mile from the shaft and it is intimated 
that the Rogers-Brown Ore Company 
is loth to tie up to the Northern Pacific 
for an extended term of years until it 
is positively known what the Soo is go­ 
ing to do.

No survey has yet been made 
of that line, it is said, but the road will 
be built unless one of the two big sys­ 
tems makes proper concessions to the 
mines on the Cuyuna. 
Mr. Adams’ visit to Brainerd was in 
connection with the installation of a 
prospecting drill on 16 44 31, about six 
miles southwest of Brainerd, the prop­ 
erty being owned by the Brainerd 
Mining Company. 
The recent discovery of a line of at­ 
traction on the west side of the river, 
nearly parallelling that running down 
the east side, has stimulated interest in 
this city as it is taken to mean that in 
stead of being on the edge of the range 
Brainerd will probably be in the cen­ 
ter. 
Mr. Adams was unwilling to express 
any opinion as to whether or not the 
Cuyuna range would be on the ship­ 
ping list during the coming season. 
The Rogers-Brown people, he said, 
have plenty of room to place 100,000 
tons on the stock pile before commenc­ 
ing to ship. There are reports that 
this company will resume work on their 
shaft on 30-46-28 in the near future, 
but this cannot be learned officially. 
This shaft is now down about 50 feet 
and it was temporarily abandoned last 
summer because of the great amount 
of water, which required additional 
pumps and boilers. These are on the 
ground and work may be expected to 
commence again almost any time.

Crib on Laka Michigan Sought But

Down Into the Submarine Tunnel. 


No More Bodies Found. 


Chicago, Jan. 22.—That the list of 
fifty known dead probably will be in­ 
creased to seventy or even more, was 
the chief fact developed In the offi­ 
cial Investigation of the burning of 
the temporary wooden crib In the 
luke one and one-half railes off the 
shore of South Chicago. 
It was dis­ 
covered that most of the workmen 
had died at the mouth of the shaft 
and that, surrounded by fire and with 
a wide stretch of icy water between 
them and the shore, they sought but 
failed to reach safety by going down 
into the submarine tunnel. 
The shaft was investigated to a 
depth of 165 feet, but no more bodies 
were found. 
It is believed, however, 
that bodies will be found further on 
and also in the lake. The officials of 
the construction company which built 
the crib in explanation as to why the 
construction was made of wood in­ 
stead of steel, said all temporary 
structures of the kind were of wood. 
Although a boat plied between the 
crib and the shore, no regular fire­ 
boat was provided for an emergency. 
Thinking that the fixing of responsi­ 
bility for the fire might he under the 
federal jurisdiction, the city engineer 
wired to Washington for instructions 
on that point. Major J. B. Cava­ 
naugh of the rivers and harbors bu­ 
reau replied that the government as­ 
sumed jurisdiction only when traffic 
was interfered with. 
It was said that the police have 
concluded that one of three workmen 
who escaped from the crib will be 
able to explain just how the fire 
started. 
One of the men Is being 
kept under surveillance, though he 
has not been arrested, and another is 
In the hospital. A survivor is said 
to have given evidence that one of 
the men entered a compartment of 
the crib in which dynamite was stored 
with a lighted torch and that he eith­ 
er dropped the torch there or allowed 
rome sparks from it to fly about and 
then left, finally escaping when the 
fire came.

Stormy Weather Increases Suffering 
of Earthquake Refugees. 
Rome, Jan. 22.—The stormy weath­ 
er in the earthquake region is adding 
greatly to the affliction of the refu­ 
gees. The work of hut construction 
has been retarted and the country all 
about Messina is like a lake of mud. 
In addition, the panicky feeling is 
kept up by numerous shocks, which 
have been felt as far as Brindisi. At 
Palmi, from the rocks which tower 
high above the level of the sea, a col­ 
umn of sulphuric gas has been pour­ 
ing, which has destroyed the sur­ 
rounding woods. 
It has been found a difficult task to 
transport lumber for building purposes 
to Calabria. The railway is much 
congested while the coast is almost 
impossible to approach, especially at 
this season of thé year, for lack of 
ports. It is probable that rafts will 
be constructed and the timber land­ 
ed by this means.

Canfield, O., Jan. 22.—Fire of un­ 
known origin destroyed the men’s 
building of the Mahoning county in­ 
firmary here and twelve of the aged 
inmates received burns more or less 
serious.
